THE REPUBLICANS. 
VISITORS AT NATIONAL HEADQUARTERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, July 27.—In spite of the sultry 
weather, which has driven so many people 
out of the city, the Republican National 
Committee headquarters were visited to-day 
by many active men from different parts of 
the country, whose principal business here is 
to inform themselves on campaign topics and 
communicate with their local organizatiens. 
The August conterence was the subject of 
conversation among all callers, and the plan 
of calling the members of the Committee 
and such Republicans as Senators Blaine, 
Conkling, Edmunds, Cameron, and oth- 
ers most as well known, together 
to devise plans for the campaign, 
is considered an excellent one. 
Among the visitors were Col. N. N. Sawyer, 
of Jacksonville, Fla., and John G. Irving, of 
St. Augustine. Col. Sawyer reports the Re- 
publicans more active than they have ever 
been, and confident they will be able to carry 
the four Electoral votes of, Florida for Gar- 
field and Arthur. They are by no means 
assured that the Democrats will permit the 
vote to be fairly counted or declared, but the 
conviction that they are to be unfairly dealt 
with does not discourage them. The clubs 
of Republicans throughout the State are 

IN EXCELLENT SHAPE, 
and their list of members is daily increasing 
in length. 

Ex-Senator Dorsey received a letter from 
Senator Edmunds, who wrote from Burling- 
ton, Vt. He said, among other things: “I 
am doing all:my health will allow for the 
good cause, Which I mostearnestly hope will 
triumph.” 

At the Republican State Committee head- 
quarters. the Executive Committee is now 
constantly in session, the Chairman and Sec- 
retary consulting daily, and the members 
holding themselves in readiness to meet for 
business at any time. The lists of clubs con- 
tinue to come in from every section of the 
State, and all desire to be informed of 
the best means of obtaining campaign docu- 
ments. There is every indication that the 
canvass is to be more thorough than any that 
has been made by the party. The report is 
again current that Senator Conkling will soon 
enter upon.a Western campaigingntour, and 
has already signified his intention of speuk- 
ing in Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Chicago, and Keokuk. The Committee have 
received about 20,000 sheets containing por- 
traits of Gen. J. A. Garfield and Gen. C. A. 
Arthur, and these will be sent out as fast as 
possible to clubs in the interior of the State. 
The portraits are very good, and will appear 
to advantage on the walls of the thousand of 
headquarters already established in the 
differest counties of the State. 

GRANT AND CONKLING. 
New York Herald (Ind.) July 25. 

The Republican managers have devised a 
daring scheme by which they hope and ex- 
pect to start a political boom of tremendous 
proportions. It is well known that grave 
apprehensions existed in the minds of many 
influential men in the party as to the posi- 
tion to be taken in the campaign by Gen. 
Grant and Senator Conkling, and efforts 
were made to concilitate and draw them to 
the inner temple of the faith, where their 
ministrations would be of service to the 
cause. 

They have been successful. 

Already Grant hag written, and it is re- 
ported he is ready to do more. It is also 
said that Senator Conkling has been appeased 
and consents to buckle on his armor in 
earnest. 

This being a fact, the wireworkers are 
working the wires, and in the subtle brain of 
Sheridan Shook was conceived a project 
which bids fair to stir this city to its centre, 
and give to our people a spectacle as inspir- 
ing as any in the old Log-Cabin days. Mr. 
Shook proposes a monster ratification meet- 
ing, with a grand procession of torch-bear- 
ing men, bands, and banners, and all manner 
of popular device. To draw the multitudes 
he suggests that Gen. Grant be invited as the 
guest of the National and State Committees, 
and that a public demonstration in his honor 
be a feature of the procession. In addition 
he would have the ex-President sit as Chair- 
man of the meeting, and in that capacity 
make a brief address in favor of Gartield and 
Arthur, by which to capture the hearts and 
unite the hands of the boys in blue. 

But this is not all. 

He also suggests that Roscoe Conkling be 
made the orator of the night, and that he be 
induced to deliver the speech of the cam- 
paign. 2 

The matter was laid before the National 
Committee, where it received most favorable 
consideration. Gen. Logan was written to 
to see and persuade Gen. Grant to come on 
and preside, and other parties have under- 
taken to induce Senator Conkling to be pres- 
ent and make the speech. Meantime it is 
announced that early in August Mr. Conk- 
ling will open the ball in the West and speak 
in Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Keokuk, -and 
Chicago, after which he wiil come East. It 
is believed that by the time he reaches New 
York he will be more, than ready for the 
finest effort of his life,“ and will throw 
himself heartily into the hands of the Na- 
tional and State organizations. 

In the control of these committees, with 
money, enthusiasm, and a desire to win, it is 
probable the. demonstration will exceed in 
size and general interest anything of the 
kind ever seen in New York.

GEN. GARFIELD. 
HISTORY OF THE CHITTENDEN-DE GOLYER 
SUIT. 

So much has been said in the Demos ratic 
papers of late about the suit of Chittenden 
vs. McClelland & Jenkins, which was 
brought in this city some years ago, and the 
connection of Gen. Garfield with it, that it is 
well to give the facts in the case as shown 
by the record.

LONDON, July 27.—In the division on the 
Compensation - for - Disturbance - in - Lreland 
bill, 37 Home-Rulers voted with the Govern 
ment, and 206 Conservatives and 20 Liberals 
No Conservative voted 
with the Government. Forty Liberal Peers 
are said to have. been prompted to vote for 
the Compensation bill.

THE GREENSBURG OUTRAGE.

Pirrspune, Pa., July T.—At Greensburg 
to-day the preliminary examination of the 
circus men charged with abducting and out- 
raging Miss Saloma Burket was concluded. 
Seventeen of the sixty-five prisoners were 
identified by the victim of their brutal lust 
and held for trial in Somerset, Somerset 
County, where the outrage was committed. 
They spent last night in jail at Greensburg, 
and were removed to Somerset this after- 
noon. .The crime with which the prisoners 
are charged is almost unparalleled in the 
history of villainy. Miss Saloma Burket, 14 
years of age, attended the circus as a specta- 


tor. 


The circus-men were not 
slow to take advantage ef her. They got: 
around her in the absence of her friends, and 
prevailed upon her to stay until after the 
evening performance. They took her into 
one ef the tents and concealed her until 


night; when about twenty of them put her in | 


a wagon and drove to an out-of-the-way place 
in the mountains, where they remained until 
morning. What n may be imagined, 
but not described. Miss urket testi 
fied that she made every effort to es 
cape from the human brutes, but was 
prevented, She cried, and begged, and 
prayed, but to no purpose. When the wel- 
come morning dawned, and the villains 
sneaked away, — | ber alone, several 
miles from the nearest habitation where she 
could obtain assistance to reach her home 
and friends, she was more dead thun alive. 
How she reached home she scarcely knows, 
but she got there somehow, and told her ter- 
rible story. Intense excitement followed. 
Friends and neighbors of the poor girl were 
in arms in a moment. ‘Threats of lynch- 
ing the entire. cireus party were 
freely made, but other counsels pre- 
vailed. Warrants were sworn out, and every 
man connected with the circus, from pro- 
rietor down, was placed under arrest. 
Forty-elzit ot the sixty-five proved an alibi 
preliminary examination, the remaine 

~* seventeen being beid for trial at the en- 
suing term of the Somerset County Court.

They will remember the 
circumstances connected with the death 
of Mrs. Kate Bouthwick, which took place 
at the County Hospital at that time. She was a 
victim of the terridle appetite for strong drink, 
and was taken into the Hospital in 1 
and almost dymg condition. Not being able to 
give ber name, she was registered as unknown. 

At that time this appeal was made. We had 
labored with Mrs. Southwick for several months, 
and we felt that she might have been saved if 
we could have placed her in a Home for Inebri- 
ate Women, where she could have been treated 
for this discase and surrounded with influences 
such as would have strengthened her in every 
way. Indulgence in strong drink weakens the 
moral character, and most of the crime com- 
mitted is due to this terrible sin. I have been 
juformed by a physician who has been Superin- 
tendent of a Wasbingtonian Home for twenty- 
fiye years that such persons need treatment as 
much as those suffering from typhoid fever. 

As Mrs. Wilson, our missionary, goes about 
this great city visiting the homes of the intem- 
perate she meets with these fallen sisters. She 
exhorts them to turn from their sin and lead a 
better life. But their surroundings are so 
wretched and their morals are so weak that the 
labor often seems hopeless. Some do profit by 
it and are saved, but many go down to drunk- 
ards’ graves because we have no howe tor them. 

We appeal again to the people of Chicago to 
come forward and aid us in securing such an in- 
stitution. Our city has not been behind in any 
good work, and I feel confident will not be in 
this respect whon the need is fully appreciated. 
With u population of 500,000, it would not speak 
well for our generosity to fail to provide for this 
unfortunate class, 

We huve received a small donation, and hope 
after this appeal that it will be increased to a 
sufficient amount to secure this refuge.

It is now well 
nown that the revival of trade last year was in- 
duced by the advance of prices iu the United 
States, which permitted the importation of Brit- 
ish and European goods in spite of the American 
tariff. That advance was stimulated by the 
large imports of gold in part payment 
for the enormous quantities of American 
grain exported. The rospects of 
crops on this side the Atlantic this year have 
caused anxiety in the States, as it has been 
f u American farmers may be un- 
able to market the large surpius which they 
will again have. Deficient American exports 
might cause a further decline of general prices 
in the States, and even result in an exportation 
old thence, which would have the effect of 
still further depressing prices, and thus remov- 
ing the condition which permitted the entry of 
our manufactures during the past season.

The kaleidoscope of politics in Aftghanis- 
tan whirls rapidly and its changes are aston- 
ishing. The throne itself, one of the most 
slippery in Asia, may be described as rotary, 
and revolving so rapidly. that few rulers keep 
their seats long at a time without being 
whirled off at a tangent. The latest occu- 
pantof the throne is Abdurrahman Khan, 
who has been placed in power by the En- 
glish Government, though the operation is 
somewhat inconsistent. The English drove 
the old Ameer from the throne because he 
had given Russia the preference in his polit- 
ical alliances, and now they have seated an 
Ameer who has resided twelve years in Rus- 
sian territory in connection with the Govern- 
ment of Turkestan, a salaried officer of the 
Czar. A correspondent of the London Times 
= him:

ence and that he will do nothing without advice 
from Tashkend. It is strongly suspected that 
the very Sirdar who was sent out with a party 
of cavairy to do the mission honor was the next 
day riding post to arcand or Tashkend to 
take the instructions of the Russian Generai on 
the cormumunication of which the mission were 
the bearers. This, of course, will neverdo. He 
enters on the business of negotiation with us 
clearly as a Russianized Afghan. 


Nevertheless Abderrahman has propitiated 
the British authorities and must enjoy their 
confidence or he would not now be sitting upon 
the throne of Cabul. It will be noticed in 
this connection that he is not the Ameer of 
Afghanistan, but of Cabul. He rules one 


half of the province. The English have 


taken the other half, and will garrison it, 
with their headquarters at Candahar. How- 
ever Russianized the Ameer may have be- 
come, he is clearly now under English influ- 
ences and under their control, and is to have 
no communication with other Powers. 

It is a curiosity of English politics that the 
party out of power persistently and systemat- 
ically opposes the aggressive operations of 
the party in power, especially upou coun- 
tries bordering on the English frontiers, and, 
when in turn the anti-annexationists come 
into power, they keep what their opponents 
have annexed, and then proceed to solidify 
it. During Lord Beaconsfield’s administra- 
tion the English Government seized upon 
the territory of the tribes in South Africa, 
It next engaged in a long and fearfully ex- 
pensive war to seize territory in Afghan- 
istan, so as to reconstruet its Indian 
frontier. It interfered in the settlement of 
the Russo-Turkish war sufficiently to gobble 
up Cyprus. The Liberal party was loud in 
its outery in each case, and made them issues 
in its victorious campaign. And what are 
the Liberals doing? They find it too late to 
cede back Cyprus. They not only find that 
it is too late to cede back any of the 
Zulu territory, but they are preparing to 
seize upon fresh territory in the Transvaal. 
They not only find it too late to cede back 
any of the hill country to Afghanistan, but 
they have taken the whole country. The 
Tories now will undoubtedly charge that the 
Liberals have placed an Ameer upon the 
throne who is under Russian influences, 
though it is questionable whether the Gov- 
ernment has placed him there without noti- 
fying Russia that any further intrigue on her 
part will be accepted as a hostile act and lead 
to a declaration of war. For the present we 
may look for quiet in Afghanistan, but Ab- 
durrahman’s old enemy, Yakoob Khan, is 
still an aspirant for the throne, and com- 
mands a powerful party, though. he is now 
in India. A change may come at any time, 
but one thing appears to be certain—namely: 
that the English have blocked the Russian 
game very effectually, and immensely 
strengthened their Indian frontier.

CU BONO? 

One of the most obvious questions that pre- 
sent themselves to the intelligent voter this 
year is the inquiry, What is to be gained by 
a change of parties in the administration 
of the National Govermment? The Demo- 
cratic managers, the Democratic newspapers, 
the Democratic platform, all authorities of 
the Democratic party fail to give any satis- 
factory reply to this question. Four years 
ago the Democrats were in a much better 
position than now to urge achange of par- 
ties. The people were discouraged by the 
prevailing hard times. They were in a mood 
to conclude that matters could not be worse, 
and thata change of parties might in some 
unexplained way bring relief. The Demo- 
cratic platform declared in effect that re- 
sumption had been delayed too long; the 
Demecratic speakers and newspapers, pan- 
dering to the soft-money men and the people 
in debt, promised a repeal of the Resumption 
law anda return to the old system of an in- 
flated and depreciated currency. There was 
no certainty as to what the Democrats would 
do in regard to the currency if they should 
succeed to the control of the Government. 
but this element of uncertainty was favor- 
able to them. The conservative hard-money 
men persuaded themselves that the Demo- 
crats would hurry up the return to specie- 
payments; the Greenbackers were led to be- 
lieve that, en the contrary, the Democrats 
would set the Washington printing-presses 
to work and flood the country with irre- 
deemable notes. Many men in both factions 
voted with the Democrats under the convic- 
tion or hope that the change, whatever it 
might bring forth, would be an improvement 
upon the existing condition of things. Now, 
however, the existing condition of things is 
so satisfactory that the mass of the people

hold. They have governed the legislation of 
the country entirely during the past two 
years and have exercised a preponderating 
influence over it during the past six years. 


They cannot point to the record of this legis

They have matured no measures for the im- 
provement of the finances or the modification 
of the tariff. They have left undone 
many things which the people de- 
manded. They have tried to do many 
things in defiance of the popular will. They 
were estopped only by the courageous exer- 
cise of the Executive veto from a repeal of 
the laws designed to protect the honesty of 
National elections, and they have used their 
power over the appropriations to withhold 
the needed supplies for the execution of 
those laws, and to punish the Republican 
officials because the President refused to 
acquiesce in their revolutionary project. 
Looking back upon the legislative inertness 
ofthe past few years for which the Democrats 
are directly responsible, the voter in search 
of direction will find nothing to encourage 
him to support the effort to enlarge the 
power of the Democratic party. 

There are but two practical aims repre- 
sentd by the Democratic party to-day. One 
isto increase the number of Judges in the 
Supreme Court in order to place it under 
the dictation of the Democratic caucus 
and prepare the way for nullifying the 
constitutional amendments which grew out 
of the War.

THE PROBLEM OF STEAM CULTIVATION. 

An English inventor, Mr. T. C. Darby, 
seems to have successfully solved the prob- 
lem of steam cultivation by the construction 
of a steam-digger, which appears to be des- 
tined to take the place of the steain-plow. 
The London Times, of July 12 contains a 
very full description of the new machine, 
some portions of which will be of interest to 
our Western farmers. The principle of the 
machine is described as follows: 


Applym the motive power at the point where 
the work is, involving the e — nS 4 — of an 
engine traveling upon the lan th the tilling 
apparatus foliowing; effecti the cultivation 
by direet-acting tines or blades, instead of by 
the wedgu-and-twist action of the plowshare 
and moidboard; utilizing the thrust of the tools 
in a backward direction to aid the propulsion of 
the engine forward; and taking a great breadth 
at once with a slow rate of advance, in order to 
transport the engine over the — as seldoin 
2 possible in proportion to area of work 

one. 


Three huge forks, suspended from a crank 
shaft mounted behind the boiler, operate 
upon a breadth of twenty feet at once. Each 
fork rises and falls one foot and is canted 
backwards a distance of two feet, the sod 
being deposited at the back of an open trench 
end turned over so that the face of the stubble 
rests against the back of the preceding slice. 
In a few words, these forks resemble huge 
spades and act as such, and, instead of turn- 
ing up a hard, compact sod in lengthwise fur- 
rows, turn them crosswise and pulverize 
them. The Times, in its description of the 
operation of one of them, says: The opera- 
tion, as we saw it in a stiff, moist soil, is 
thoroughly effected; the slices are severed 
and lifted, leaving a furrow bottom level; 
and, instead of the pieces falling irregularly 
or exposing herbage on the surface, the in- 
version is as complete as in ordinary plow- 
ing,—with the exception of the edge which, 
in the best plowing upon grass or lea, is 
turned under by employing a skim coulter.” 

There are many remarkable features con- 
nected with the machine. A single cylinder 
engine of eight-horse power, working under 
seventy pounds pressure of steam, digs at 
the rate of ten acres per day land that takes 
three horses to plow an acre per day at 
the same depth. It is claimed also “that 
the diggers in penetrating the ground ease 
the weight of the engine to a considerable 
extent off the traveling wheels, and also by 
their back action drive the engine forward.” 
The Times also makes another point in favor 
Of the machine, which, as all farmers know, 
is of the greatest possible importance. It 
says: The absence of any sledging action 
upon the furrow bottom must be of vast ad- 
vantage for facilitating the descent of plant 
rootlets and the downward filtration of water 
and aeration of the subsoil; and the manner 
in which the roots of couch and thistles are 
draw up out of the subsoil, six inches or 
eight inches long, inistead of being cut or 
broken, was most admirable in the trial 
alluded to.” As to its capabilities for travel- 


ing Overland, the Times says:

HOW “ORDER WO. 40” n TO BE USED. 

The Presidéntial campaign has progressed 
far enough to demonstrate pretty conclusive- 
ly that the only evidence which the Demo- 
crats can produce of Gen. Hancock’s fitness 
for the Chief Magistracy is Order No. 40,” 
issued when he took command in 1867 of the 
Military Department embracing Louisiana 
and Texas. Had there been anything else 
indicating the Democratic candidate’s ca- 
pacity for civil government, the partisan 
newspapers and speakers would have pro- 
duced it before this time. The exact value 
of this precious document is fixed by the 
circumstance that the Republicans (not the 
Democrats) propose to issue it as a campaign 
document, accompanied by a plain story of 
the conditions under which it was promul- 
gated, and. by extracts from the report of 
Gen. Sheridan, who preceded Hancock in 
command at New Orleans. If “Order No. 
40” had the virtue which the Democrats 
have professed to believe it had, 
they would scarcely have waited for 
their opponents to give it wide cfreulation; 
itisequally evident that the Republicans 
have concluded that the Democratic candi- 
date cannot be injured somuchin any way 
as by the reproduction of his own words in 
the only relation he ever bore toward civil 
administration. 

The history of the Military Department of 
Louisiana and Texas im 1867 shows that Gen. 
Hancock’s order and the conduct which it 
outlined were the very reverse of patriot- 
ism. These States had not at that time 
resumed the functions of local government 
in conformance with the acts of reconstrnc- 
tion and the constitutional amendments. The 
ruling caste had refused to accept the results 
of the War. There was an utterly lawless 
condition of things in Texas. The freedmen 
and the Union whites were the victims 
of gross outrages which the Courts 
would not punish, and which the sol- 
diery were unable to prevent under 
the authority that had been given 
them. Gen. Sheridan and other Union Gen- 
erals at the South had reported these things 
to Gen. Grant, and the latter had officially 
recommended the declaration of martial law 
in Texas as the only means for protecting 
the persecuted classes and as a needed 
warning to the ex-Rebels of other Southern 
States who were beginning to imitate the 
lawless Texans. This was the state of things 
at the time Gen. Hancock took command at 
New Orleans, and yet he proclaimed, within 
afew hours after his arrival, that he found 
peace and quiet everywhere, and otherwise 
held out assurances to the irreconcilables 
that they, and not the persecuted classes, 
should enjoy the protection of the military 
power. From that time on, during Hancock’s 
rule, there was no check upon the Texan 
outrages, and it was not long before Demo- 
cratic “ nigger-killing “ clubs were organized 
in Louisiana. The military power was used as 
much in Hancock’s administration as it had 
been in Sheridan’s, but it was thenceforth 
invoked in behalf of the Rebel obstruction- 
ists and nullifiers instead of the Union men. 
The regulations as te registration were 
changed by military order; civil officers 
were summarily removed and others ap- 
pointed; Gov. Packard was once arrested by 
Hancock’s command; and there was perhaps 
more military interference in civil affairs 
than there had been before, but the interfer- 
ence was favorable to the native Bourbons, 
against whose oppression the negroes and 
the Union whites were struggling. 8 

These are some of the reasons which 
prompt the Republican managers to use as a 
campaign document of their own the only 
production of Gen. Hancock’s which the 
Democrats have relied upon as evidence of 
their leader’s greatness. 


THE CENSUS IN CHICAGO. 

The census of Cook County, showing a 
population of 606,000, leads to the considera- 
tion of several important changes in her 
future political division. Until the whole 
population of the country is ascertained, the 
exact ratio of population to each Representa- 
tive in Congress cannot be known. But it 
may be stated that it will be somewhere 
between 150,000 and 160,000 of population to 
each Representative. If at the former rate, 
this county will be entitled to four Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. If the number be 
fixed at 155,000 or 156,000, then / Lake County 
will be needed to. give the population to 
entitle this county to four Representa- 
tives. The division of this county 
into Congressional districts of that 
number will be more easy than is supposed. 
The whole South Division, excluding the 
Fifth Ward, would make one district; the 
Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth. Wards 
would make a district so Democratic that 
that party could run four candidates and be 
in no danger of losing the district. The 
other districts would be Republican, no mat- 
ter how the wards and towns might be dis- 
tributed: 

The county will also have to be divided 
into ten Legislative districts, each entitled to 
one Senator and three Representatives. These 
districts must be of contiguous territory. 
This division will probably be dependent 
upon the somewhat necessary changes to be 
made in the ward boundaries. The wards at 
present are widely difterent in the number of 
their population, some being nearly four times 
as populous as others. This is not to be reme- 
died by an increase of wards. The present 
number of eighteen cannot be increased. 
The South Side will lose one ward and the 
North Side another, and both are to be added 
to the West Side. But this will not equalize 
the western wards, so that many changes will 
have to be made in the present boundaries, 
and the wards as newly divided will form the 
basis of the future apportionment of Legisla- 
tive and Congressional districts. 

The Legislative and Congressional dis- 
tricts are to be determined by the Legisla- 
ture next spring, while the redivision of the 
city into wards must be done by the City 
Council. In the division of the city into 
| wards for municipal legislation, some regard 
’ ought to be had to the political character of 


‘| the population. Thus, in the present First 


Ward the population is comparatively small, 
but the proportion of voters is much greater 
than in any other ward. This is due to the

in the way of transportation routes. If the 
river was always in a condition to receive as 
well as to ship grain from St. Louis, that 
route would be the one naturally selected; 
then St: Louis would be able to maintain a 
fleet of barges, and the cost of transportation 
from the Upper Mississippi and its tributaries 
would be practically nominal as compared 
with rail routes. The present stage of water 
in the river is somewhat exceptional, but 
while it lasts advantage will be taken of it 
to crowd into the season all the business that 
can be possibly done in that time. 

The value to the whole country, to pro- 
ducers and consumers, of having the great 
rivers of the country in condition to be al- 
ways navigable is so great that it can hardly 
be estimated in figures. Of course it is not 
expected, nor is it desirable, that the rail- 
ways shall be superseded, or that they shall 
do less business than now. The owners of 
the seven hundred millions of dollars in- 


west from the Missouri and Mississippi 
Rivers to the seacoast will never give 
up or abandon their property. Nor will 
they give up the deciaration of dividends so 
long as the business of transportation can be 
secured. The rivers ought to govern the 
reses of transportation, and they would do 
so if the rivers were in a condition to do the 
business. When lake navigation closes the 
Mississippi River ought to furnish an avail 
able route to the sea for the productions of 
the Northwest, but it does not; the ice in the 
lakes and harbors of the North affords no 
more interruption to navigation than does 
the want of winter in the Mississippi River 
and its tributaries. Consequently, the rail- 
roads are practically independent of the 
river, and are able to regulate their own 
rates without any reference to rates by 
water routes. If these rivers, however, were 
always to be depended on; if freights could 
be shipped at all times with any degree of 
certainty; if navigation was continuous and 
not dependent upon the uncertainty 
of water, then the owners of the 
great rail system of transportation 
would be brought face to face with a a@trect, 
and permanent, and eminently more con- 
venient competition. Then the rates of 
transportation on all railroads. would of 


routes, and it would be immaterial whether a 
pound of freight was moved by the rivers or 
not,—the country would enjoy the benefit of 
the possible competition just the same as if 
the rivers were covered with barges and 
steamers. The present condition of the river 
at St. Louis and the comparatively large 
shipments by the river is an indication of 
what would be possible at all seasons if the 
navigation of that river was improved to the 
extent it ought to be. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat thus in- 
dulges in expectations of the most sanguine 
character,—expectations raised by the present 
exceptional condition of tlie river.

Making 
those rivers navigable at all times, and capa- 
bie of transporting grain at rates far cheaper 
than are now demanded by the railroads, is 
one of the great points to which Chicago 
looks for an expansion of her present unri- 
valed trade,—not in grain alone, but in all 
kinds of merchandise. Cheap water navi- 
gation necessitates cheap rail transportation, 
Cheap and permanent trausportation on all 
the water routes means elieap. and perma- 
nently cheap, transportation by rail. Where 
one pound of freight is now moved at pres- 
ent rates ten pounds will be moved at half 
those rates. Making the rivers permanently 
navigable will not reduee the tonnage by 
rail, because the rates by rail must be reduced 
to such a figure as will command the business 
that will otherwise seek thre water. Nota mile 
of railway Will be surrendered or abandoned; 
with cheaper rates the railroad tonnage will 
increase, and additional miles of rail will be 
needed to move the vast increase of freight 
offered. The whole country will be blessed; 
the producers and consumers will be blessed; 
the railroad companies will do vastly more

SPIRIT OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 


The Min ots Staats-Zeitung has the following 
leader in reply thereto, as an example of the 
new departure: “The full meaning of a Demo- 
cratic victory in the coming Presidential elec- 
tion is nothing more nor less than a complete 
political retrocession ; the overthrow of all those 
political, social, and legal* rights and results 
which a four-years’ civil war has created. 
These rights, created by the War, are vouch- 
safed in the Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and 
Fifteenth Amendments to the Constitution 
of the United States, which came into 
force on the 18th December, 1865, the 28th July, 
1868, and the 30th March, 1870, after they were 
respectively ratified by thirty-two against four 
States, by thirty-three (of which two States with- 
drew their affirmative vote) against four, and by 
thirty (of which one State withdrew its affirma- 
tive vote) against seven States. These ratifica- 
tions on the part of the Southern States were 
achieved by the aid of the so-calied carpet-bag 
Governments of these States, and they never 
have been recognized by the real Southern 
Rebel-Democracy as valid and binding in law. 
However, all their protests are of no avail, as 
long as the Supreme Court of the United States 
recognizes these amendments as valid parts of 
the Federal Constitution. This is the 
case -to-day. But the Supreme Oourt 
ltiseif is a creation of Congress. 
Congress can at any time increase or decrease 
the number of Judges of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and only a veto of the Presi- 
dent, sustained by Congress, can prevent it.

The Results of Deep-Sea Soundings by 
the Coast Survey~—Silver Coin in the 
San Francisco Mint and Sub-Treas- 
ury—YVesterday’s Cabinet Meeting.

This gauzy state- 
ment he further added to by sa that Cook 
was a young man of much wealth; that he 
dealt very largely in chattel mortgages, and 
always had from $4,000 to $5,000 in cash at 
command. Cook’s father was a very wealthy 
man, who lived in Herkimer County, New 
York. Inthis way Trask went on, sa | 
that, in a settlement of their business, 
had paid him some $3,500 for chattel mort- 
ges, Which he had turned over to him. 
rask furthermore the unfortu- 
nate women whom he had im 
upon, the vilest of names, and claimed that 
in the Wagner case, while he had nothing to 
do with it, he was interested in it to the 
amount of $20.

rental ef $20 per month. This Mr. Rich 
would not agree to, and he told Trask 
that he would leave nis place on the ist of 
May following, and on the 26th of April Mr. 
Rich vacated the premises and moved to the 
corner of West Lake and Ada streets, where 
he is located at present.

Coinmandories Which Will Be in Attendance 
from Missouri. 
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THE GRAND PROCESSION. 

The people of Chicago are at last to be 
given an idea of what is to occur here during 
the coming Triennial Conclave of the Knights 
Templar, and, from the information which 
the newspapers will hereafter contain will 
be able to learn what a grand entertainment 
is in store for them and the tens of thousands 
who are expected de come here during the 
middle of August. More interest has thus 
far been manifested in the route of the pro- 
cession than in anything else, and naturally, 
as those who live on the North and West 
Sides are anxiousto secure places from which 
to view what will doubtless be the most mag- 
nificent pageant ever seen in the West, or 
anywhere in the United States. Appended 
is the long-songht-for information: 

The First Grand Division, composed of six 
subdivisions, will rendezvous on Lake strect, 
the right resting on Wabash avenue, and 
line extend Fifth avenue. 

The Second Grand Division, made up of a 
similar number of subdivisions, will assemble 
on Washington street, the right resting on 
Wabash avenue and the lefton Fifth avenue. 

The Third Grand Division, which consists 
of seven subdivisions (the last of them being 
mounted), will gather on Monroe street, the 
right resting on State and the left on Mar- 
ket street. 

The Twentieth Subdivision—100 carriages 
for the membersof the Grand Encampment— 
will form on Clark street in front of the 
Grand Pacific Hotel, and extend around the 
corner on Jackson street. 

The procession will be reviewed by the 
Grand Master as it passes under his areh,— 
the immense one described yesterday,—which 
is to be at the corner of Twelfth street and 
Wabash avenue. . 

The line will be 1 by Eminent Com- 
mander Norman T. Gassette, who will be ac- 
companied by the Triennial Committee and a 
staff of forty selected from the three Chicago 
Commanderies. The first three divisions will 
em brace the Illinois r be 
headed by Apollo, Chicago, and St. rnard 
in the order named. 

The route is as follows: South on Wabash 
avenue to Twenty-first street, east to Prairie 
avenue, north to Eighteenth street, west to 
Michigan avenue, north—taking the right— 
to Van Buren street; countermarch, 
taking the centre of Michigan 
avenue to Twelfth; then, by the 
right-wheel, taking the left and going north 
on Michigan avenue to Lake street, west to 
Clark street, south to Madison, east to Wa- 
bash avenue, south to Monroe, west to 
Clark, south to the Grand Pacific, where the 
line will be dismissed. All Commanderies 
quartered west of State street or north of 
the Grand Pacific will turn to the right and 
go north on La Salle street. All Command- 
eries quartered at the Palmer or east on 
State street will turn to the left. 

Only Oriental Commandery of Cleveland 
and the Nineteenth Division will escort the 
Grand Encampment to the Asylum on the 
Lake-Front. 

The line of march ts about six and a quar- 
ter miles long, and, in order to get all the 
Knights within the limits necessary to avert 
confusion, they will march in platoons of 
twenty-four,—double ranks,—which will be 
only sixteen feet apart. Even by this ar- 
rangement the procession will cover twenty- 
one blocks. ere the usual distance al- 
lowed, the line would be fifty blocks long. 

This route is official,so people living or 
doing business on streets named can 
safely make preparations for decorating their 
dwel ings or stores, since any change is now 
out of the question. 2 

Every Knight will of course adorn the 
front of his house or place of business, 
and not a few will illuminate at night; 
but, aside from that dene by the

Others 
have been holding off until certain the 
pageant would go by their doors. A struct- 
ure that will be “ a sight to see is the New 
Music Hall, which will be ornamented by 
the Knights themselves, as it is one of the 
places where receptions are to be held. Me- 
Cormick Hall and Farwell Hall will also be 
decorated, both having been secured for the 
purpose of welcoming the visitors. The 
Calumet Club has appropriated $2,500 to 
beautify its building at the corner of Eight- 
eenth street and Michigan avenue, and ar- 
rangements have been made that promise to 
make it excel any other in magnificence. A 
grand stand, terraced, and capab?e of seat- 
ing 800 people, is to be erected on both fronts, 
the top ona level with the drawing-room 
windows. 


WHERE THEY LODGE. 

The question as to how the Sir Knights 
and other visitors who will be present at the 
Conclave are to be lodged is an interesting 
one, and with this question the Triennial 
Committee has struggled for nearly a year. 
Some time ago a meeting of all the mana- 
gers of hotels in the city was called, at which 
the matter was discussed, and each hotel 
accepted an assignment of people to be at 
the disposal of the Triennial Committee. 
The different Commanderies were assigned 
by the Committee. Each hotel is to be fur- 
nished with a complete roster, on which 
each guest ig, to be assigned to a room. 
These rosters will then be sent - to 
the different Commanderies which have 
signified an intention to de  pres- 
ent. In this way each — visitor 
will be notified on his arrival in what hotel 
and room he is to be located. The assign- 
ment of Commanderies has not yet been 
completed, but several hoteis have received 
their quota. Acceptances have been received 
indicating an attendance of 42,000 Knights, 
including their ladies. Of these, 7,000 will be 
encamped on the Lake-Front, and the rest lo- 
cated in the hotels and boarding-houses, 
which will all be filled to their utmost ca- 
pacity.

MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 


Valaable Statistics to E to Be Collected—Spe- 
cial Experts Appointed for the Work 
by the Superintendent of the Census. 

New York Tribune, July . 

In addition to the census reeently com- 
pleted of the population of the United States, 
special experts have been appointed by the 
Government to collect statistics of manu- 
factories and imdustries throughout the 
country. These statisties will be for the 
tweive months beginning June 1, 1879, and 
ending May 31, 1880. Charles E. Hill, whose 
office is in the Coal and Iron Exchafige, iu 
Cortlanddt street, has received the appoint- 
ment of Chief Special Agent to collect such 
information of the manufactories of this city. 
Mr. Hill was visited bya Tribune reporter 
yesterday, and gave the following interesting 
particulars of his work: 

“We are required by oath to hold as strict- 
ly confidential the statistics that we obtain, 
and to report them only to our higher officers 
for compil otherwise I should be glad 
to allow * to have what we have already 
obtained.
